The low point in, 
monetary gold stocks for 1932 was 
on June 15 when it was reduced 
to $3,909,000,000. On Sept. 7 our 
stock of gold had increased to $4,-

“The leading stocks have nore 
than doubled in price since «:irly 
in July.

RALROAD SURVEY 
S WAL ST. REPORT 


Will Study Situation for} 
Banks and Public. 


FINDINGS WILL BE 
GIVEN TO CONGRESS 


Legislation to Correct Con- 
ditions Will Be Sought— 
Plan Admittedly Some- 
what Nebulous Now.

NEW YORK, Sept. 10.—Former 
President Calvin Coolidge and oth- 
er national leaders, it was feilably 
reported in Wall street today, are 
expected to become members of a 
non-partisan commission for the. 
purpose of making a thorvugh 
study of railroad problems, with a 
view of recommending remedial 
legislation at the next session of 
Congress. 

The. commission, it was said, will 
work under the sponsorship of the 
National Association of Mutual 
Savings Banks, together with other 


large banks and insurance com- 
panies, and will represent not cnly 
the financial interests but the pub- 
lic as well. The railroads will have 
no connection with the commis- 
sion, 

While the plans are understood 
still to be somewhat nebulous, it 
was thought the details might be 
settled in a few days and a formal 
announcement would be made 
shortly. 

It was understood that neither 
Coolidge nor any of his proposed 
associates on the commission would 
receive a salary, but that the ex- 
penses of the investigation wonld 
be borne by the banking and irsur- 
ance interests whose funds are cied 
up to a considerable extent in rail- 
road securities. The initial expense 
fund, it was thought, may total 
something like $100,000. 

Coolidge’s Suggestion. 

It was-.understood the Savings 
Banks Association had approached 
Coolidge with the proposal that he 
alone conduct a railway inquiry. 
Although no statement has been 
forthcoming.from the former Presi- 
dent, nor any members of the bank- 
ing and insurance groups, it was 
reported Coolidge had suggested 
that a non-partisan commission— 
one thoroughly free from politics— 
w6uld best serve the purpose. 

Whether the proposed commis- 
sion would be sponsored by the 
Government was not learned. In 
some quarters,» it was believed 
that the interests back of the in- 
vestigation prefer that it be of a 
semi-independent nature. 

Several names-have already been 
mentioned as possible members of 
the commission, but only a-few 
are said thus far to have been ap- 
proached regarding their willing- 
ness to serve. It was reported that 
former Gov. Alfred E. Smith was 
suggested as one of the commis- 
sioners (although this was not con- 
firmed). ; 

Under the plan which now is be- 
ing worked out, the commission 
would hold hearings at which rail- 
road officials, heads of unions, bus 
lines and pipe line corporations 
would be asked to testify and state 
their sides of the complicated 
transportation problem. 

Rail Problem Still Serious. 

Financial interests point out that 
the railroad problem is still one of 
the more serious confronting the 
country, notwithstanding the fact 
that freight car loadings have re- 
cently picked up and. drastic econo- 
mies are being inaugurated by the 
carriers. , r 

At the same time, it was ex- 
plained, many of the roads are not 
earning their next bond interest 
payments, and already are heavily 
in debt to the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation. Although 
bonds of the majority of the car- 
riers have increased in market 
value during the past month or two,/} 
most rai] securities are still far 
from par.

Hoover, Meantime, Has

lem, but Gov. Franklin D. Roose- 
velt had not. His address closed 
the speaking campaign here pre- 
ceding the State election which will 
take place Monday. 

Referring to. the Democratic 
presidential candidate’s speeches, 
Mills said: “It is this failure to 
grasp the problems of the hour 
that gives the Governor’s sugges- 
tions an atmosphere of unréality 
and makes them almost academic 
in relation to our immediate diffi- 
culties. Now the plain truth of 
the matter is that President Hoo- 
ver has come to grips with this 
problem. Gov. Roosevelt, if his 
public utterances to date are a fair 
guide, has not.” | 

The Forgotten Man, 

Opening his address with the 
statement that he was directing his 
remarks to the “forgotten man” de- 
scribed by William Graham Sum- 
ner in a lecture in 1883, Mills saig@ 
the “striking phrase” had recently 
“been put into circulation in coun- 
terfeit form.” 

Sumner’s “forgotten man,” pic- 
tured as a home builder, an hon- 
est, tax-paying citizen and head of 
a family who bears the burdens of 
the nation, was described by Mills 
as clearly “not Gov. Roosevelt's 
forgotten man.” 

“He certainly is not ‘industrial 
cannon fodder,’” Mills said, quot- 
ing a phrase used by Gov. Roose- 
velt in his Columbus (Q.) speech, 
“He would resent any such de- 
scription. ‘ He is thoughtful, intel- 
ligent, alive to his own interests, 
fully capable of reaching his own 
decisions and of working out his 
own destiny. He is the backbone 
of the nation.” 

Mills said that with the “world 
shaken and suffering’ and in a 
“period of unequaled and universal 
economic depression, in the face of 
unparaileled coOmplexity, and at 
the very moment. when there is 
perhaps ground for hope that the 
peak of the crisis has been passed, 
we are called upon to make the 
fateful decision as to whether we 
shall change our leaders.” 

Urges No Change in Crisis. 

Asserting that in “times of crisis” 
there must be “very compelling 
reasons for changing the high 
command,” the New York Repub- 
lican said that if a new &dminis- 
tration were elected, the Hoover 
administration would continue for 
four months and after their induc- 
tion into office there would be a 
further period before those who 
took over the Government “could 
get a firm“grasp, not only of the 
machinery, but of the problems.” 

Mills said it would be next sum- 
mer before the Government, “which 
has been a pillar of strength and 
the one great directing force 
throughout this crisis, would once 
more function at the maximum of 
efficiency.” 

The Question Before the Voter.

TWO DEAD, VESSELS DESTROYED 
IN NORTH ATLANTIC GALE 


British Collier, Pulp Steamer and 
Six Fishing Boats Among 
Losses.

HALIFAX, N. S., Sept. 10.—The 


British collier Waterford was de- 


stroyed and two of her crew per- 
ished today after the vessel ground- 
ed on Cape Percy, near Glace Bay, 
in a raging northeast gale. 

The vessel, out of Quebec for 
Sydney, struck at 10 a. m., and a 
half hour later sent out an SO 8 
and in subsequent messages said 
the crew had been ordered to man 
the lifeboats. 

Shortly afterward all direct com- 
munication between Cape - Breton 
and the mainland was broken off 
by the prevailing gales, and hours 
passed with no word from the 
grounded ship. 

Early tonight came a terse dis- 
patch, picked up by the liner Cam- 
eronia/in mid-ocean and relayed to 
Halifax: “All saved but two.” A 
later message confirmed the loss of 
the two men and said the remain- 
der of the crew were on their way 
to Sydney. The collier was report- 
ed to be a total loss.

Miss Millette’s 
disappearance from the boat before 
it. landed, on two. possibilities: 
That Miss Millette deliberately 
leaped from the river steamer 
and was drowned or that her 
disappearance was a_ suicide 
hoax. Her clothes were found in 
the steamer stateroom she had en- 
gaxed. : 

Oscar Cummins, Los Angeles at- 
torney, said a second will was made 
by Bern since his marriage to Miss 
Harlow, but Ralph Blum, another

terests here, said no will leaving 
Bern's property+to |‘Jean Hariow 
had been produced. 

Blum said he had been advised 
that Bern drew up a will in 1920 
in New York in which he was re- 
ported to have left nearly all his 
property to Dorothy Millette. 

Bern's relatives said he had lived 
with Dorothy Millette, but they had 
never married. G. G. Clarken, who 
sold Bern an insurance policy 11 
years ago, said Bern fold him, he 
was at that time married to a 
woman who had become mental- 
ly unbalanced. 

Bern underwent an examinution 
for a $76,000 life insurance policy 
Sept. 1, Dr. Harry M. Brandei said 
today and was found to be in per- 
fect physical condition.

The French note, unanimously 
approved by the Council] of Min- 
isters presided over by President 
Albert Lebrun, asserts that Ger- 
many is demanding revision of the 
Versailles Treaty, a matter which 
cannot be undertaken by France 
and Germany alone but must be 
carried to the League of Nations. 
Tomorrow the reply will be pre- 
sented to the Berlin Government by 
the French Ambassador in the 
German capital. Premier Edouard

HOOVER FOR CUT 
OF HALF BILLION 


By thé Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—Presi- 
dent Hoover today said he had 
asked the Budget Bureau to hola 
estimates for 1934 expenditures to 
a point $500,000,000 below those 
for 1933 and called upon Govern- 
ment executives for a “renewed 
study looking to the elimination of 
évery expenditure not absolutely 
essential to these times.” 

Noting that ‘“‘a large part of the 
Government’s activities are fixed 
by law’’ and hence not subject to 
executive change, the President 
asked that these be examined with 
a view to asking congressional ac- 
tion to permit economies, 

Mr. Hoover’s announcement was 
made in a letter sent to all depart- 
ments and bureau heads. It fol- 
lows: 

“The budgets of the different 
departments and independent agen- 
cies for the year beginning July 1, 
1933, are now under discussion 
with the Bureau of the Budget. 

“A study of the preliminary esti- 
mates shows that all parts of the 
Government are making great ef- 
fort toward economies. I desire, 
however, that the responsible heads 
shall give renewed study looking to 
the élimination of every expendi- 
ture not absolutely essential to 
these times. 

Calis for $500,000,000 Slash. 

“T have asked the director of the 
budget to make every effort to se- 
cure a réduction of at least $500,- 
000,000 in the estimates of appro- 
priations for the next year below 
the appropriations made for the 
current year, and the co-operation 
of the responsible administrative 
officers is necessary to achieve this 
end. A part of this can ‘be ac- 
complished in reduction of con- 
struction activities which have been 
sO greatly speeded up during the 
past few years as an aid to em- 
ployment. I believe we can rea- 
sonably predicate our budget in the 
confidence that such expenditures 
will be less necessary for employ- 
ment purposes after June of next 
year. Moreover, these works by 
virtue of the enormous outlay since 
1930 as a means of employment 
will be in many particulars in ad- 
vance of the country’s immediate 
need. Other activities can well be 
further curtailed during the period 
of recovery. Obviously nothing will

ROOSEVELT FAVORS 
ADEQUATE DEFENSE 


Candidate Replies to Letter 
From Army and Navy 
Journal Publisher. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—Cov. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt of New 
York, the Democratic presid-utial 
nominee, in a letter published in 
the current issue of the Army and 
Navy Journal, says that he favors 
an “adequate” national defensz. 

Replying to a request from John 
Callan O’Laughlin, publisher of the 
Journal, for his views on national 
defense, Gov. Roosevelt explained 
he could not give a detailed answer 
pending more complete study. 

The request by O’Laughlin, made 
in a letter to Gov. Roosevelt dated 
July 5, said: 

“We would appreciate it if you 
would be good enough to advise us 
for publication relative to the fol- 
lowing: 

“1. Do you favor a regular army 
of the pregent size; that is to say, 
12,000 officers and 118,500 enlisted 
men? 

“2. Do you favor an air corps 
as provided by the act of 1926? 

“3. Do you favor a navy equal to 
that of any other nation and »ouilt 
up to the limits fixed by treaty? 

"4. Do you favor a separate war 
and navy department, or do you 
favor a single departmeht of na- 
tional defense?”

Aug. 26, said: 
/“Your letter should have been 
answered long before this, and I 
hope that you will forgive me for 
the delay. To tell you the truth, 
it was buried in a mass of congrat- 
ulatory correspondence and has 
Only been brought to my atteation 
again, as requiring a special reply.

EXTORTION NOTES SENT 
T0 PARENTS OF BROES 


Chicago Tailor Confesses — 
One to Father-in-Law of G. 
T. Senseney, St. Louis. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 10.—An extor- 
tion note, demanding $2000 in cash, 
was received last Tuesday by Ern- 
est High Noyes, district manager 
of the Aluminum Co. of America, 
two’ days before the wedding of his 
daughter, Miss Florence Noyes, and 
Geofge Towner Senseney of 58t. 
Louis, it was learned today. 

The “Secret Six” announced that 
Rudolph Diez, 31-year-old North 
Side tailor, had admitted that he 
was the author of this and six 
other similar notes, all addressed 
to the parents of young women 
about to be married. 

The note to Noyes began: “Con- 
gratulations to you asd your 
daughter’s wedding. We are sure 
there will be a happy wedding if 
you do as we tell you. And do 
not listen to other smart people. 
If you don’t, well, there won't be 
any and it won't last long. You 
love your daughter, don't. you? 
And you want her to be happy and 
live.”* 

The letter then instructed Noyes 
to wrap $2000 in paper and deposit 
it in a doorway across the street 
from Diez’s home. 

Noyes turned the letter over to 
the “Secret Six” and as a result 
detectives mingled with the guests 
at the wedding Thursday afternoon 
at St. Chrysostom’s Church. After 
fhe ceremony Mr. and Mrs. Sen- 
eney departed on their honeymwvon. 

Meanwhile, Edwin M. Ashcraft 
Jr.. a Jawyer, had received anther 
note; identical with the Noyes Iet- 
ter except that the demand was for 
$3000. A policeman dressed in 
Ashcraft’s clothes, left a bundle as

Ciecuit Judge Albert D. Nor- 
toni was nominated yesterday by 
a Republican district convention, 
held at Hotel Jefferson, for the 
4-year unexpired term on the bench 
of the St. Louis Court of Appeals, 
left by the recent resignation of 
Judge Simon G. Nipper. 

Nortoni received 31 votes, to 
29 for Walter E. Bennick, now a 
commissioner of the Court of Ap- 
peals, Nortoni’s support included 
most of the i1 St. Louis delegates 
and the 6 from St. Louis County, 
while Bennick, a former resident 
of Wayne County, drew his support 
from the 22 other counties in the 
court district. The voting was by 
written ballot, individual votes 
not being announced. 

Judge William Dee Becker of 
the Court of Appeals was Ben- 
nick’s most active supporter in 
the convention, making the nom- 
inating speech for Bennick and 
acting as floor leader for him. He 
argued against the nomination of 
Judge Nortoni, who formerly was 
his colleague on the Court of Ap- 
peals bench, and appealed to the 
delegates not to accept the dicta- 
tion of “bosses” backing Nortoni, 

The mention of “bosses” was 
supposed to refer to Gov. Caul- 
field and City Collector Koein, who 
were supporting Nortoni. The 
Governor is a former judge of the 
Court of Appeals. 


Former State Senator W. E. 


Caulfield, the Governor's brother, 


was present with a proxy from a 
St. Louis County delegate. 

Judge Becker also argued against 
Nortoni’s nomination, on the 
ground that he was defeated by 
the Republicans of the State, in 
the August primary, for a nom- 
ination to the Supreme Court. He 
urged that “a regular. Republican” 
be selected, this being an allusion 
to the fact that Nortoni was a4 
leader of the Roosevelt Progres- 
sive party in 1912, and was its 
candidate for Governor. He told 
of Bennick’s work for seven years 
as court commissioner, and said 
his opinions had been commended 
by the higher courts. 

Michael J. Hart, Twenty-sixth 
Ward.committeeman, made the 
nomination speech for Judge Nor- 
toni, telling of his career in the 
law and on the bench. He is now 
serving an appointive term on the 
Circuit bench, which will end after 
the November election. 

After the vote, Judge Becker put 
the motion by which the nomina- 
tion of Judge Nortoni was de- 
clared to be unanimous. Judge 
Charles E. Rendlin of Hannibal 
was chairman of the~ convention, 
which was called to order by 
Chairman Richard E. Gruner of 
the City Committee. One St. Louis 
delegate, Fred W. Pape, and one 
out-state delegate were absent. St. 
Louis County, entitled to eight 
votes, .sent but six delegates, twd6 
of them claiming two votes each, 
but it yas ruled that each dele- 
gate had “put one-vote. It did not 
appear that this affected the re- 
suit. 

The Democratic candidate for the 
4-year term on the Court of Ap- 
peals has not been named. Edward 
J. McCullen, who was beaten in 
the Democratic primary for a full- 
term nomination to this court, may 
be named for the 4-year term. The 
candidates for the full 12-year 
term named tlast .month are 
Charles H. Daues, Republican, and 
Jeseph Kane, Democratic. Daues 
is now serving, by appointment of 
Gov.

Boy Slept at Jail. 

The boy, Ernest, trudged several 
miles into Danville, and, when his 
father was put in jail, stuck right 
with him. In.the ‘morning he 
called at the home of District At- 
torney Paul Jones, in overalis, hat- 
less, his blue eyes des 
rious, and pleaded his father’s case 
for 20 minutes with the composure 
of a trained advocate. 

Impréssed, the prosecutor re- 
doubled his investigation. It was 
found that the motor number of 
the automobile had been changed. 
Chaplin denied he had changed it, 
but the owner said it had not been 
changed in his possession. District 
Attorney Jones determined that the

BERLIN, ‘Sept. 10.—As a week 
of political conferences drew to a 
close tonight there’ appeared to be 
only two possible ways of averting 
dissolution of the Reichstag, which 
reconvenes on Monday. Either 
President von’ Hindenburg must’ 
agree to drop Chancellor Franz 
von Papen, substituting some one 
who enjoys his full confidence and 
is acceptable also to the opposition 
parties, or else the National So- 
cialists, Centtists and Bavarians, 
who command 327 out of the 608 
Reichstag votes, must adopt a ‘pol- 


ent Government. 

Conference Hour Changed. 

Late tonight the hour for the 
President's conference with the 
presidium of the Reichstag headed 
by President Wilhelm Goering, Na- 
tional Socialist, was set for 5 p. m. 
Monday, immediately after Chan- 
cellor von Papen makes the Gov- 
ernment’s declaration before the 
lawmakers. Previously the audi- 
ence had been set for Tuesday. In 
some quarters the new hour was 
regarded as a strategic advantage 
for the Government, since the 
Chancellor will by that time have 
possibly an insight into the mood 
of the opposition. 
This advance knowledge, it was 
contended, would enable him to’ 
judge the advisability of invoking 
a dissolution decree already in his 
possession and signed in blank by 
the-ehief executive. 

Whether this line of reasoning 
was correct remained to be seen, 
since the insistence on advancing 
the conference to Monday came 
from opposition rank, in fact. from 
Herr Goering himself. 1 

Meanwhile Adolf Hitler leader 
of the National Socialists, and 
Adam  Stegerwald, who served 
as Minister of Labor under Chan- 
cellor Heinrich Bruening, con- 
ferred on a program of both per- 
sonalities and economic and po- 
litical projects which they hope to 
submit to the President Tuesday. 

Hitler and Stegerwald would like 
to present this program with an 
assurance that its acceptance wonld 
insure four years of co-operation 
between the executive and legisla- 
tive arms of the Government. 


Two Opposing Views. 

At their conference with - the 
President they will remind him of 
his inaugural address of 1925, in 
Which he said that the “Reichstag 
and the Reich’s President belong 
together and both tégether consti- 
tute the incarnation of the sov- 
ereignty of the people.”’ 

Supperters of the present Gov- 
ernment said. however, that Presi- 
dent von Hindenburg probably 
would inform the two party lead- 
ers that co-operation would be 
easy to obtain if the Reichstag 
would rally behind the program of 
political and economic — projects 
drawn up by Chancellor von Papen. 

From every side pressure has' 
been exerted on the Cabinet and 
on the various parties to do every- 
thing possible to avert dissolution 
.of the Reichstag on the grounds 
that it would result in the stagna- 
tion of business Iffe and in-serious 
handicaps so far as Germany's for- 
eign policy is concerned. 

In the circumstances it was im- 
possible to predict whether the 
majority parties would adopt a pol- 
icy of toleration pending demon- 
stration of the efficacy of the Gov- 
ernment’s economic vrogram. 

Betting Favors Dissolution. 

But with the Hitler Nazis oppos- 
ing the Chancellor in the strongest 
possible fashion, betting odds fa- 
vored dissolution. 

Defense Minister Gen. Kurt von 
Schleicher, usually considered the 
strongést man in the Ministry, in- 
dicated that he would not be will- 
ing to join any Cabinet formed by 
the Reichstag majority parties. 

In a public statement the Gen- 
eral said he would ‘“‘consider it a 
breach of faith against the Reich's 
President to do anything which 
could endanger the continuance of 
the present Government.” 

Chancellor von Papen spent to- 
day preparing the address he will 
make before the Reichstag Mon- 
day. He will touch on the ques- 
tion of armaments, economic meas- 
ures, social legislation and _ trade 
policies. }

curity and happiness which we as- 
sociate with American life, by con- 
tinuing the leadership of President 
Hoover or substituting therefor 
that of Gov. Roosevelt.” = 

Referring to Gov. Roosevelt’s 
suggestions for regulating the stock 
exchange and placing stricter su- 
pervision on the banks, Mills said 
the New Yorker could have done 
this in his owh State. If accom- 
plished, he added, such measures 
“ould bring no stimulation to busi- 
ness or industrial activity; would 
have no effect on agricultural 
prices; would offer no relief to 
those struggling under a burden 
of debt, and would not furnish a 
job to a single man or woman 
throughout the United States.” 

Charging that a revision of the 
tariff along the lines suggested by 
Rooseyelt would add to the “un- 
settlement and uné¢ertainties,” Mills 
defended the Smoot-Hawley tariff 
act. He said “one cannot help but 
wonder whether our reduced pur- 
chasing power should at this time 
be made available to foreign man- 
ufacturers rather than preserved in 
the interest of our own farmers and 
unemployed.” He continued: 

“The argument against throwing 


‘\ the American market wide open to 


foreign competition applies with 
even greater force to Gov. Roose- 
velt’s solution of the foreign debt 
problem. He would refuse to can- 
cel the debts, but would permit for- 
eign nations indebted to us to sell 
enough goods in our market to fur- 
nish them with profits to equal 
their debt payments. 
Stand on Foreign Debts. 

“The obvious answer is that 
whereas the Governor is opposed 
to cancellation, he, in effect, pro- 
poses that we ourselves shall pay 
the debts owed us by others, and 
that the process he vaguely outlines 
earries with it the most serious 
threat to our commercial and in- 
dustrial structure, not only today 
but over a long period of adjust- 
ment. 

“This is exactly the converse of | 
the program suggested by another 
leading Democrat, Alfred E. Smith, 
who proposes compensation for any 
debt concessions in the form of 
increased export markets. 

“Gov. Roosevelt has not as yet 
indicated any definite program for 
the relief of unemployment and 
the care of destitution. In none of 
his suggestions is there any indi- 
cation of a real realization of the 
character ef the present emergen- 
cy.. To date he has offered us no 
program to effect a cure. I am be- 
ginning to wonder whether he has 
one.” , 

Blames Europe for Collapse. 

Mills said in Roosevelt’s Colum- 
bus speech there were significant 
Omissions. 

“He .not only ignores, but he 
actually denies that the events 
which had their origin in Europe 
beginning in the latter part of 
May, 1931, gave it (the business 
slump) new acceleration in a dif- 
ferent form and created a situation 
which well nigh gverwhelmed us,” 
Mills said. “Any man who can 
brush aside collapse of the entire 
credit structure of Germany, the 
abandonment of the gold standard 
by Great Britain and the terrible 
blow dealt to our own credit struc- 
ture by the double impact of for- 
eign withdrawals and domestic 
hoarding, followed by the most 
fearful contraction of credit, and 
deflation ever witnessed in this 
country,.with wholesale destruction 
of values and prices, has no con- 
ception of the fundamental char- 
acter of the economic crisis that 
has existed in the United States for 
the last 10 months.” 

The second significant omission 
was, he continued, that Roosevelt 
criticised everything President 
Hoover had done. up to the end of 
1930, but had nothing to say 
against the policies pursued since. 

“There is only one conclusion to 
be drawn from this—either’ the 
Governor agrees with the Prési- 
dent’s emergency program, or he 
_ nothing better to offer,” Mills 
said.

Maj. Doolittle Heads 


Aviation Division of 
Shell Corporation 


Holder of New Land Plane 
Speed Record Is Active in 
Research Work. 


Maj. James H. Doolittle who set 
a new world’s. speed record of 
296.287 miles per hour for land 
planes,” in the new Shell trophy 
dashes during the national air 
races, has long been known as one: 
of the foremost American pilots. 
' Maj. Doolittle entered the Army 
Air Carps in 1917 and ‘served 


at various American fields. Fol- 
lowing the armistice, he remained 
in the corps, assisting in testing 
and developing new type planes for 
the service, 

He received his degree of Bach- 
elor of Science at the University of 
California and later a master’s and 
doctors’ degrees in aeronautics at 
Massachusetts Tech. 

‘In 18925 Doolittle won his first 
major victory in the speed world 
by winning the Schneider cup 
races the international classic. 

During 1928 and 1929 he entered 
on an extensive research program 
toward the development of new in- 
struments, which are rated of high- 
est importance by the aviation in- 
dustry. It was while engaged in 
this work that he successfully dem- 
onstrated the take-off and landing 
of an airplane with Only the use 
of instruments and radio and with 
the pilot’s cockpit completely cov- 
ered. He also has spent consider- 
able time in pioneering “blind fly- 
ing” on a direct course. 

In the national air races last year 
he won the Bendix cross-country 
derby and set a trans-continental 
record of 11 hours 15 minutes, That 
mark was lowered this year to 10 
houts 19 minutes by his assistant, 
Capt. James Haizlip. 

Throughout his career, Doolittle 
has consistently refused to become 


a “stunt” pilot. He confines his fly- {| be 


ing to ventures of a scientific na- 
ture which he believes will be of 
importance to the BGvangenees of 
aviation. 

Maj. Doolittle resigned his army 
commission in February, 1930, to 
take his present position as mana- 
ger of the aviation department of 
Shell. Petroleum Corporation. In 
this capacity he is continuing his 
research work, especially in the de- 
velopment of fuels and lubricants. 


Rockne Shipments 
Gain 38 Per Cent 
For August over July

“These figures,” said Peter Kasi- 
us, general manager of the asso- 
ciation, “present a striking picture 
of what long continued unemploy- 
ment and low earnings have done. 
Were the wage earners in these 
families to have their normal earn- 
ing restored tomorrow, debts would 
prevent most of them from getting 
off the relief rolis for many 
m 

“Even these debts, large as they 
seem, do not indicate the extent to 
which family resources have been 
exhausted. Furniture has been 
sold, watches have been pawned, 
and clothing worn until thread- 
bare.” 

When the wage earners get back 
into industry, Kasius said, it will 
still be necessary for relief agen- 
cies to supplement their incomes 
until their debts have been  re- 
duced and their family finances re- 
turned to a solvent condition. 

Rent, or past due installments 
on the purchase of home, account- 
ed for 59 per cent of the debts. In 
this class were 26 families, with 
debts ranging from $22 to $4285, 
and totaling $16,672. Some had 
lost their homes through  fore- 
closure, others were about to lose 
them, some had been evicted by 
landlords. Loans made up 20 per 
cent of the total indebtedness. 
Twenty-three families had bor- 
rowed $5610, in sums from $40 to 
$1150. 

Bighteen families had unpaid 
grocery bills totaling $3116, the 

bill being $7, the largest 
600. Debts of this sort were 11 
per cent of the total, The remain- 
ing 10 per cent was distributed 
@mong several types of indebted- 
ness, the largest being $220, owed 
by 11 families for gas and elec- 
tricity.

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Peasant Farmers 
Of Mid-Europe 
Suffering Most 
From Depression 


By ALBIN E. JOHNSON. 
WARSAW, Poland. 

EPRESENTATIVES of eight mid-Euro- 

pean countries, which constitute the 

“Agrarian bloc” of the continent, are 
meeting here for the second time in an ef- 
fort to find a means for alleviating the tragic 
conditions existing among some 75,000,000 
peasants who composé .80 per cent of their 
populations. 

Poland, Jugo-Slavia, Rumania, Czecho-Slo- 
vakia, Hungary, Bulgaria, Latvia and Estho- 
nia—countries which are participating—nhold 
one-fourth of the population of all Europe, 
excluding Russia. In Bulgaria, Rumania 
and Jugo-Slavia 80 per cent are farmers. Un- 
organized, except for the “co-operatives” 
these peasants have been struggling against 
terrific economic odds since the end of the 
World War. Of late conditions have become 
acute. Hungarian peasants cannot even buy 
salt; Rumanian farmers actually face star- 
vation the coming winter, while in other 
countries the peasants cannot buy seeds or 
the bare necessities of life, let alone market 
their produce except at a loss. 

The present conference, the second heid 
in Warsaw, is the fifth successive one since 
the Rumanians, Hungarians and Jugo-Slavs, 
forgetting war animosities and racial hatreds, 
met at Sinaia, in Rumania, 18 months azo, 
to seek regiona] agreements. Its object is to 
unite the states of Europe’s grain-producing 
belt—which stretches from the Baltic to the 
Black Sea—into a group which can barter 
collectively and effectively with the rest of 
the continent and England. 


America a Factor. 

While the “bloc” is not aimed at any par- 
ticular group of states it is hoped that such 
factors as “imperial preference,” “Russian 
dumping” and American ““mass production” 
of grain, may be combated. Acting individu- 
ally, as they have been doing heretofore, the 
mid-European states have been powerless 
against overseas and Russian competition, and 
the mechanized farming which has been pit- 
ted against primitive peasant production. 
They are now convinced that salvation lies 
only in co-operation and pooling their collec- 
tive market of 100,000,000 for bartering pur- 
poses. . 
One specific thing that the Agrarian Bloc 
is asking is that their European neighbors— 
France, Italy, the Scandinavian countries and 
Britain—undertake to buy first European 
grown wheat and cereals before importing 
from overseas. They point out that their 
yearly surplus is about $0,000,000 bushels, 
which is only 15 per cent of Europe's total 
needs. That‘ would leave $5 per cent of Eu- 
rope’s bread to be purchased from Russia 
and the overseas grain-krowing countries. 

In return the Agrarian Bloc is ready to 
give preferential treatment to the manufac- 
tured goods of countries which take their 
grain and farm produce. ‘The increased pur- 
chasing power of their 80,000,000 peasants 
‘would more than compensate European man- 
ufacturers for commercial favors, they con- 
tend. 

These regional are admittedly 
intended to be temporary as it is realized that 
im normal times, the price of wheat, or any 
other similar world commodity, must invari- 
ably be fixed on the world markets. At the

That agricultural depression is a far more 
serious factor in the present crisis than the 
industrial depression, is the claim of Hipolit 
Gliewic, ex-Minister of Commerce of Poland. 


Biggest Buying Class. 

“Periods of depression in agriculture do 
not necessarily coincide with those of indus- 
try,” he says, “although in the present phase 
of ecohomic development they often occur 
simultaneously, and mutually aggravate each 
other. Agricultural depression rests on 4 
basis different from that of industrial depres- 
sion. It usually lasts longer, strikes deeper, 
and is more difficult to overcome. Industry 
knows the only way to handle its difficulties 
is through collective agreements and cartels 
—which are the children of misery. Agricul- 
ture must do the same thing. Obviously that 
will be much more difficult because the inter- 
ests of agriculturalists are scattered. 

“Depression in agriculture adversely af- 
fects industry by lowering the purchasing 
power of the largest body of consumers in the 
world, the farmers and peasants. Although 
the cost of living drops very slowly in cities 
when prices of farm produce fall rapidly the 
calamity of the farmer in no way benefits the 
workers and town dwellers. Although I am 
an industrialist I consider the problem of 
agriculture the most important of the two.” 

Discussing the effects of agricultural de 
pression in Rumania, Virgile Madgearu, ex- 
Minister of Commerce and Industry, reveals 
that as a direct result of inability to dispose 
of their produce, the peasant’s failure to buy 
has decreased the country’s imports by 40 per 
cent in two years. : 

“All countries of Europe show a similar 
phenomenon” he said. “Unemployment is the 
result of the low purchasing. power of the 
peasant population, who are in a tragic sita- 
ation. Russian dumping, which has just real- 
ly begun, is 2 most disturbing factor.” -

Itself Out 


After Being in Operation a Few | 
Months, State Officers Fore- 
see a Gain of $2,000,000 in 
Yearly Income—Previously, 
State's Credit Had Fallen So 
Low Bankers Would Make 
No Bids for Bonds—How 
Storekeepers Collect Tax.

JACKSON, Miss., Sept. 10. 

ISSISSIPPI’S new general sales tax law 
makes virtually every citizen a direct 
taxpayer. It reaches every man, woman 
and child who steps up to the counter to 
purchase necessities or luxuries. . 
The widesprea’ practice of merchants in 
passing the tax on to the consumer, by add- 
ing it to the sales ticket or bill, is making 
the people tax-conscious. Many who never 
before paid taxes directly are now comtribut- 
ing their pennies and dollars to help bolster 
the credit of their State. 

Merchants say there is surprisingly little 
serious objection to the tax, although ex- 
pressions of annoyance sometimes are heard 
when the tax ig added to the sales price. The 
Governor and other State officials are pleased 
with the public’s attitude. 

Collections thus far have exceeded expec- 
tations, although the law has been in effect 
only since May 1 and the machinery for ad- 
ministration had to be set up after that date. 
Up to Sept. 6 the sales tax collections were: 
$532,419, indicating that more than $2,000,- 
000 a year may be expected. 

The genera] sales tax is 2 per cent of the 
retail price. It applies to all sorts of mer- 
chandise as well as to the receipts of doc- 
tors, lawyers, dentists, barbers, and others 
engaged in personal service occupations, but 
not to labor. 


Few Articles Escape. 

Some specified lines of merchandise are 
excepted from the general sales tax and are 
taxed at higher or lower rates. For instance, 
automobiles, which are taxed 3 per cent un- 
der the new Federal revenue law, are as- 
sessed only one per cent by the State. To- 
bacco is heavily taxed by the State, the rate 
on a package of cigarettes being three cents. 
This, of course, is in addition to Federal 
taxes. 

Gov. Martin Sennett Conner, whose vig- 
orous advocacy was largely responsible for 
enactment of the sales tax law, is well pleased 
with the results. When he took office last 
January the state’s credit was in deplorable 
condition. It had about $8,000,000 of unre- 
deemed warrants and unpaid bills outstand- 
ing. Its outstanding bonds were quoted at 
large discounts and it could not obtain bids 
for new bond issues. 

Describing the improved fiscal outlook of 
the State, the Governor said it is now appar-' 
ent revenue receipts this year will exceed ac- 
tual requirements for current expenses. 

In the course of an extended interview, the 
Governor described to the writer his hopes 
as to future tax relief for property owners. 
It is his’ view that general property taxes 
should be greatly reduced and that ultimate- 
ly the homestead should be free of State tax-, 
ation. He hopes the sales tax will make this 
possible. 

“It is a strange paradox,” the Governor 
said, “that the State, organized to protect the 
home, should in these times, be the agency 
of destruction of the home. When the State 
takes the farm away from an owner because 
he cannot pay his taxes, the State deprives 
that farmer of the means of livelihood of 
himseif and family. I hope the sales tax will 
provide a way to make the homestead exempt

chants and professional men for the tax: they 
are required to make monthly reports and 
remittances. The law does not assess the tax 
upon the consumer. Nevertheless, in advo- 
cating the law Gov. Conner and others said 
it should be passed on to the consumer and 
that is said to have been the intent of the 
Legislature. 

It is optional with the merchant, therefore, 
to pay the tax out of his own profits or to 
collect it from his customers. Actually, of 
course, taxes always are passed on to the ul- 
timate consumer. One objection to the sales 
tax has been the difficulty of passing it on; 
the fact that in the face of competition some 
mérchants would try to absorb it; others 
would try to evade it; resulting ultimately in 
a state of business confusion and abnormal 
cost of collection. 

Actual visible transfer of the tax to the 
consumer prevails throughout the State, al- 
though there are exceptional merchants who 
do not add it to sales tickets and say they 
absorb it. 


Store Clerks Compute Tax. 

In the two leading department stores in 
Jackson the tax always is added to cash sales 
slip if the sale is more than 25 cents, and 
always to the total amount of monthly 
charge bills. The stores at first undertook 
to absorb the tax on cash sales, collecting 
it only on charge accounts. The proprietors 
were fearful of trying to apply it to customers 
who came in and passed cash over the coun- 
ter. 

On Aug. 1, however, the department stores 
and many others began adding the tax to 
cash sales. Instructions given to employes 
of one of the larger stores included tbe fol- 
lowing: : 

“On each ticket for a cash sale the tax 
must be added to the amount of the pur- 
chase on the following basis: On all sales up 
to and including 25 cents, no tax; on sales 
over 25 cents and not over 60 cents, 1 cent; 
on sales over 60 cents and not over $1.25, 
two cents; on sales for more than $1.25, two 
per cent.”’ 

R. E. Kennid&ton, bead of the city’s larg- 
est department store, discussed the effect of 
the sales tax with the writer. He was a

In other 
words, if I am employed and eaining 
$20 a week, I am- requested by the ad- 
ministration and by business moguls to 
give up half of my time and my pay in 
order that some unemployed man also 
may be employed half time to assist in 
supporting his own family. 

It certainly is q fine thing for laboring 
men to share their employment with the 
less fortunate who are entirely unem- 
ployed, but where is the business man 
who stggests this arrangement coming 
in-on it? Apparently, the scheme pro- 
vides for the laborer to give up half of 
his income, while the employer retains 
all of his profits from this labor. The 
suggestion would have left a better taste 
in the mouth if the administration und 
these business men would have made 
some offer of participation in this fine 
move. For instance, if business aad 
said: “You are now earning $20 a week. 
We will temporarily increase your wage 
to $30 a week, on condition that you 
share this employment with some unem- 
ployed man, each of you receiving $15 
a week.” That would have sounded a lot 
better to the average American citizen. 

But, if you say this is too great a bur- 
dén on industry, I might suggest that if 
this arrangement were made, the cap- 
tains of industry would not have to take 
any food from the tables of their fam- 
ilies or any: clothes from the backs of 
their children; which is exactly what 
their suggestion would require their em- 
pleyes to do. Better that capitalists take 
from a surplus, wi@ch in most cases they 
can never spend in their whole lives, and 
share in this good work.

CONOMISTS agree that the balance 
between savings and new physical in- 

vestment is a factor of the greatest im- 
pertance in any. continued prosp-rity. 
When vast accumulations of savings are 
directed into speculation, there almost 
inevitably follows the floating of im- 
mense seCurity issues which represent no 
physical expansion whatever, but almost 
entirely represent the revaluation of 
properties at highly inflated levels. The 
proper function of savings is to provide 
funds for new and needed physical in- 
vestment. 

At the present moment, we most em- 
phatically do not need physical expan-

The pledge, however, which was practically main- 
tained until midsummer of 1930, was then thrown 
into the discard. Industrial leaders, pleading neces- 
sity, began cutting wages and discharging workers. 
In. that year there were 900 reductions of wages, 
about 9.4 per cent, and 120,977 wage earners were 
affected by the- cuts. -In 1931 the policy was con- 
tinued with intensified effect. There were 3606 wage 
reductions, amounting to an average of 10.3 per cent, 
and affecting 614,687 wage earners. In some éstab- 
lishments, however, the wage reductions ranged as 
high as 30 per cent. Wages were further cut by 
reductions in working time thrcugh the adoption of 
vacations without pay. At the end of the year, E. F. 
McGrady, legislative agent of the Amerivtan Federa- 
tion of Labor; estimated that wage earners and sal- 
aried workers had lost from 18 to 20 billions dollars 
of income during 1931 through wage cuts, unemploy- 
ment and part time work. It was estimated that the 
wage income of the country was 35 to 44 per cent 
lower than in 1929. 

Naturally, the depression, which was pleaded as 
a justification for the cuts and the discharge of 
workers, was intensified by them. The purchasing 
power of the workers was so diminished that it was 
impossible to maintain prosperous industrial activity 
in the manufacturing plants. Another reason ad- 
vanced by employers for the cuts in wages was the 
reduction in living costs. Living costs\in 1931 were 
reduced about 14 per cent, and it was argued that 
wage earners were receiving on the old wage scale 
about 15 per cent higher wages on account of de 
creased cost of living, and that a 10 per cent reduc- 
tion would equalize the difference; in other words, 
that lower wages at prevailing prices had not reduced 
the purchasing power. But no account was taken of 
unemployment, which mounted to appalling figures. 
The railroads asked and received an increase in 
certain freight rates in October, 1931. Little advan- 
tage was gained from the advance, so they asked for 
a cut in wages, and under a voluntary agreement 
wages were cut 10 per cent for a year, from Feb. 1, 
1932.

This boot- 
strap revival is merely a temporary makeshift. 
There are sigts of better feeling and increased 
confidence, with some activity in business. Stocks in 
August rose $7,287,742,341 in market value, bonds 
$1,457,499,716. But until»we find a way to expand 
manufacturing, expand the markets for products, 
expand transportation, we cannot expect to get out 
of the woods. So long as the greatest activity of 
railroads, industrial corporations, banks, States, and 
municipalities consists of obtaining Government loans 
to ward off bankruptcy and obtain relief funds, we 
may be: preventing insolvency, but we are not mak- 
ing progress toward permanent recovery.

In this era of economic stringency, it is only nat 
ural that the voice of the over-burdened taxpayer 
should be loud in the land, and that the polling place 
should become the forum for his protest.

Farmers and the Protective Tariff. 


Only industries not suited to American conditions need tariff, on which they thrive 
at public’s expense; agriculture has natural advantages, which make such aid 
needless; levies cut foreign trade, thus reducing market for farm products; 
farmers profit about $104,000,000 yearly from tariff, but at cost of two billions.

INCE the days of Henry Clay and his 
§ “American System,” the farmers of the 

West have been made to believe that 
the protective tariff is of inestimable value 
to them and that they could not get along 
without it. Yet, upon careful analysis of 
the tariff, it is found that it is economically 
unsound and results in placing a tremen- 
dous burden upon agriculture. 

The farmer is told the tariff results 
in building up his domestic market by in- 
creasing the- number of: industries in this 
country and by increasiny the wages paid to 
American laborers, Let us examine the eco- 
nomics of these arguments, 

The first is known as the “added indus- 
try” argument. According to this argu- 
ment, the tariff is responsible for the devel- 
opment of new industries, and, therefore, 
more markets for agricultural products. 
This argument, however, is ecOnomically 
unsound. The tariff causes the establish- 
ment of a new industry by making it too 
eostly to buy a foreign product which had 
been previously imported. The shrinkage 
of our imports must be balanced eventually 
by a corresponding decline of our exports. 
This is true, for nations largely pay for their 
imports in goods and services, and not in 
gold. If we will not buy, we cannot sell. 

* . ae 

Consequently, while a new industry Is 
arising, some old one finds its foreign mar- 
ket declining and is forced to reduce its 
operations accordingly. The new industry 
is thus not an addition to the nation’s in- 
dustry, but merely a diversion of capital and 
labor from one fiald to another, This diver- 
sion of industry is from the more profitable 
into the less profitable fields. In the ab- 
sence of the tariff, the nation’s capital and 
labor are employed in those lines in which 


it has the greatest comparative advantage. _ 


The tariff prevents this natural disposition, - 
forces industry into less advantageous lines 
and, therefore, causes a net economic loss. 

A second argument is the “wages argu- 
ment.” This takes two forms: First, it is 
contended that the protective tariff, by in- 
creasing the total amount of industry in the 
country, addg to the demand for labor and * 
so tends to increase wages. In line with this 
position, then, is the conclusion that labor, 
the farmer and the entrepreneur profit from 
the tariff. But this argument is unsound, 
for it rests upon the added industry argu- 
ment and falls with it. It is evident that 
the diversion of labor and capita! from more 
advantageous to less advantageous indus- 
tries cannot result in more work for labor, 
or markets for agricultural products. 

In the second place, it is often argued 
that in the absence of the tariff to keep out 
cheap foreign goods, Amefican manufactur- 
ers could not pay their present high scale 
of wages, but would be compelled ta lower 
wages Or perhaps go out of business alto- 


tries in which America has.a comparative 
advantage over other nations. In thése in- 
dustries, we can pay the prevailing high 
level of American wages without the tariff. 
They pay as high wages as the protected 
industries. Why? Because in these lines 
we have natural advantages. 

If an industry is really unable to pay the 
prevailing high rate of wages, it is because 
that industry is not adapted to our condi- 
tions. Its very existence is due to the arti- 
ficial stimulus supplied by the tariff, and it 
exists at the expense of sOme more fa- 
vorable industry whith could pay high 
wages without the tariff. Removal of the 
tariff might cause the artificially favored 
industry to disappear, but its loss would be, 
offset by the gain in the nationally favored 
industry, and there would be no decline in 
wages. 

> - - 

In trade competition among nations, the 
controlling factor is not high wages but high 
or low labor costs. Wages as such tell noth- 
ing. It is only when wages are divided by 
quantity produced, to give the labor cost per 
unit of product, that we have the key to the 
problem of relative advantage in interna- 
tional competition. Therefore, high relative 
wages, when accompanied by still .higher 
relative Outpyt, give low labor cost. This 
is the very condition that exists in the great 
body of industries which are naturally 
adapted to American conditions. In these 
industries, high wages are paid without pro- 
tection. Protection is required, not to main- 
tain the high level of American wages, but 
to make possible the payment of American 
wages in industries not suited to American 
conditions. 

What countries do our manufacturers 
most fear? England, Germany and France, 
not China, India or Africa. We fear the 
competition of countries with couiparatively 
high wages much more than wé do those 
with “pauper wages.” Conversély, what 
competition does the European mantfactur- 

r fear most? America, the country with 
the highest wages of all. 

We see, therefore, that the high pro- 
tective tariff is economically unsound, and 
that instead of the tariff increasing the do- 
mestic market for the farmer, it tends to 
cut it down. So only the farmer who pro- 
duces a commodity which has no natural 
advantages in the American environment 
could possibly benefit by it. But this group 
is very small, Consequently, the teriff is 
nothing short of a burdensome tax to the 
rest.

The United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals decided yesterday that 
the Terminal Railroad Association 
was liable gor certain additional in- 
come taxes assessed against it by 


the Government for the years 1920, 
1921 and 1922. 

,On the other hand, the Court re- 
jected one of the Government’s 
claims and permitted the Terminal 
Association to deduct from its tax- 
able income for 1920 the sum of 
$150,000 received by it from the 
Government on account of under- 
maintenance of the association's 
property during Federal wartime 
operation.. This claim was settled 
by the Government’s handing over 
to the Terminal a check for $150,- 
000, and the Terminal’s immediate- 
ly indorsing the check back to the 
Government to satisfy a counter 
claim for “over-maintenance.” The 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
and the Board of Tax Appeals had 
ruled the $150,000 was taxable, but 
the Court reversed them. 

The Court’s opinion does not fix 
the amount of additional tax for 
which the Terminal is liable, mere- 
ly requiring it to file supplemental 
returns in accordance with the 
opinion. The additional taxes 
claimed by ‘ithe Government 
amounted to about $79,000. 

The Court rejected the Termi- 
nal’s claim that it was entitled to 
file a joint return, including the 
St. Louis Bridge Co., owner of the 
Eads Bridge, and the Tunnel Rail- 
road Co. of St. Louis, owner of the 
Washington avenue subway. These 
properties are operated by the Ter- 
minal under 500-year leases, but 
their stocks and bonds are held 
by the public. The Court held they 
are not owned or controlled by the 
Terminal, so as to entitle it to in- 
clude them in a joint return. 

In its joint return, the Terminal 
sought to make deductions of 
$425,833 for depreciation of these 
properties. It also claimed a de- 
duction of $306,620 for loss on ac- 
count of purchase in 1913 of the 
Interstate Car Transfer Co., a ferry 
which competed with the HEads 
Bridge. This ferry was abandoned 
and the capital of the company re- 
duced from $500,000 to $5600. The 
Terminal paid $675,000 for it. 

The Government's claim for tax 
on the $150,000 under-maintenance 
payment to the Terminal by the 
Federal Railroad Administration 
was looked upon as a test case, as 
to 
some other railroads against which 
the Government was expected ta 
file claims if it had succeeded in 
collecting from the Terminal.

equitable tax could have been de- 
vised. He believes it falls too 
heavily upon the low income class 
whose purchases are nearly)all ne- 
cessities. He says it has checked 
the opening of chain stores in Mis- 
sissippi which he thinks is a favor- 
able result. 

One is confronted with the sales 
tax everywhere in Jackson, except 
at the soda fountains and the 5- 
and-10-cent stores. It is added tp 
hotel. bills, restaurant checks, gro- 
cery bills, to the price of a box of 
candy and to miscellaneous pur- 
chases. The 10-cent stores have 
to pay the tax, but it is virtually 
impossible for them to pass it on 
to the customer. As one merchant 
remarked, their profit is “long” and 
as they have not reduced retail 
prices, they can afford to pay the 
tax. 

Although ostensibly adding the 
tax, the department stores may in 
some cases “absorb” it. For in- 
stance, an article which ordinarily 
would be priced at $1 may be 
marked cents, so that the custom- 
er. pays only $1, including the tax. 
This is not possible, however, on 
nationally priced or standard lines 
upon which the margin of profit is 
small. 

Utility Companies Pay. 

In most lines of business in 
Jackson there are some merchants 
who advertise that they do not add 
the tax to sales tickets. Among 
them is a store selling “salvaged” 
canned goods and other groceries 
and a chain store handling the 
cheapest lines of general merchan- 
dise. Some stores which at first 
tried to absorb the tax are now col- 
lecting it from customers. A cafe- 
teria proprietor who does not add 
it, said that at first he got along 
very well, but that meeting the 
monthly tax remittance out of his 
normal profits is becoming too 
much of a burden. He doubts that 
he can withstand it much longer. 

The tax applies to electric and 
gas companies and street railways, 
but they do not find it so easy to 
pass on. As the law taxes the com- 
pany and not the customer it gives 
no authorization for increase in 
rates which, in Mississippi are fixed 
by franchise or contract, or local 
governmental bodies. In Vicksburg, 
the light and power company has 
attempted to add thé tax to custo- 
mers’ bill. The Mayor and City 
Commission, in a public statement, 
have advised the consumers not to 
pay the tax and have informed the 
power company that insistence up- 
on collecting it will be regarded a 
franchise violation and cause for 
revocation. 

The law places the administra- 
tion of the sales tax in the hands 
of the chairman of the State Tax 
Commission. To this position Gov. 
Conner appointed A. H. Stone, a 
widely known economist. Mr. 
stone informed the correspondent 
“feeling his way.” that 
he has no hard and fast rules. 

Will Expire in 1934. 

“Other sales taxes have broken 
down in the administration,” he 
said. “I am taking the gamble that 
I will be able to devise means of 
assessing and collecting this saics 
tax that will make it successful 
and worthy of being retained by 
the State.” 

Chairman Stone has sent out a 
group of carefully’ selected field 
agents to confer with taxpayers 
and inform them as to terms of the 
llaw. He has started these agents 
upon the compilation of an ex- 
haustive business survey of the 
State. He hopes to have filled out 
for every person or corporation 
subject to the terms of the sales 
tax a card giving condensed infor- 
mation about the taxpayers’ busi- 
ness. By this means he hopes to 
bring the collection to a high state 
of efficiency. 

As the sales tax law now stands 
it will expire by limitation on June 
30, 1934, having been enacted pure- 
ly as an emergency measure. 
Knowledge of this limited duration 
may have had something to do with 


it. It is the hope of the State ad- 


ministration, however, to continue 


it in its present or some modified 
form. 

The sales tax was only one of the 
fiscal reform measures enacted by 
the Mississippi Legislature at the 
instance of Gov. Conner. Appro- 
p ns for all departments for 
1932 and 1933 were cut about one- 
third; a budget commission was 
created to supervise all expendi- 
tures and it was made a criminal 
offense for state authorities or em- 
ployes to expend or contract to ex- 
pend sums in excess of amounts ap- 
gro- | propriated. 

The result of all these measures 
thus far were discussed favorably 
by Gov. Conner. 

State’s Credit Helped. 

“On Jan. 19, when our adminis- 
tration assumed control,” Gov. 
Conner said, “we were confronted 
with $5,250,000 deficit notes and 
$8,000,000 outstanding appropria- 
tions and warrants authorized and 
issued by the preceding administra- 
tion. This repersented the deficit 
handed to us by our predecessors, 
. “During our administration we 
have paid from current receipts up 
to Aug, 18, $1,992,846 on principal 
and interest of current expense 
notes issued by the preceding ad- 
ministration, and $1,212,303 inter- 
est and principal on bonds issued 
before we came into office, and 
$3,121,010 on appropriations made 
by the Legislature of 1930. This 
means that out of current receipts 
of the present administration, col- 
lected for the support of the State 
government during the current 
year, in a ilttle more than seven 
months we have been compelled to 
pay.the sum of $6,326,160 on in- 
herited debts, for the incurring of 
which this administration is in no 
way responsible. 

“We have also paid from our 
current receipts $1,980,903 on our 
own appropriations. This indicates 
current receipts for the first seven 
months of this year of $8,307,063 
plus a small balance in the State 
treasury. 

“When it is remembered that to- 
tal appropriations made by this 
administration for the present year 
are only approximately $10,000,- 
000, it will be seen how easily we 
could have paid these appropria- 
tions from current receipts if we 
had not been compelled to meet 
these inherited debts and deficits.” 

The Legislature estimated  re- 
ceipts from the sales tax would be 
sbout $166,000 a month. At pres- 
ent, monthly receipts are running 
well above this estimate, support- 
ing expectations of an annual rev- 
enue exceeding $2,000,008, or one- 
fifth of the State’s present re- 
quirements. 

Farm Products Not Taxed. 

In addition, other special taxes, 
including the tax on tobacco, malt, 
amusements and net incomes, are 
expected to yield about $3,000,000. 
Thus about half the State’s revenue 
would be provided by the sales and 
special taxes, lending encourage- 
ment to the Governor’s plan for re- 
duction of the ad valorem property 
tax and its ultimate elimination so 
far as applied to the homestead. 

The marketing by farmers of the 
produce of their own farms is not 
subject to the sales tax, but of 
course as consumers of manufac- 
tured articles the farmers bear 
their proportionate share of the 
tax. ' 

One of the arguments made by 
the supporters of the tax is that it 
reaches many persons who do not 
own property and who otherwise 
would not pay any taxes. The Gov- 
ernor expressly wishes to make 
these people “tax conscious.” The 
State’s large Negro pOpUa 0: | 
about 51 per cent of the total, A TT 
not contribute largely to the prop- 
erty tax receipts. As consumers, | 
the Governor pointed out, the Ne- 
groes will pay the sales tax. 

The Governor and the Tax Com- 
mission chairman frankly admit 
the State’s experience thus far is 
not extensive enough to forecast 
the results of the sales tax. They 
are striving to overcome the diffi- 
culties that usually rise up to de- 
feat a sales tax and they are hope- 
ful of success. Certainly they have 
a high degree of public co-opera- 
tion.

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HOME LOAN BANK SALE 


Total of $434,000,000 Expect- 
ed to Be Subscribed With- 
in 30 Days. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—A na- 


tionwide campaign to sell the 
$1324,000,000 capital stéck of the 


12 home loan banks will be begun 
next Wednesday with the opening 
of subscription books in 65 cities. 

Telegraphic requests that facili- 
ties for opening the books be pro- 
vided were sent today by Chair- 
man Fort to Chambers of Com- 
merce in many cities. Building 
apd loan ociations were _  re- 
quested to set up information bu- 
reaus to provide prospective pur- 
chasers with details. 

Fort announced that all types 
of home financing institutions are 
eligible to purchase stock in the 
States of Alabama, Illinois, Louisi- 
ana, Mississippi, South Carolina 
and Virginia, but that state laws 
in Maine, Connecticut, Minnesota, 
Missouri, Nebraska, North and 
South Dakota, Ohio, Oregon and 
Tennessee prohibit purchase of 
stock by building and loan asso- 
ciations, insurance companies and 
savings banks. Fort said, however, 
that in all of the states which need 
changes in their laws to permit 
their home financing institutions 
to buy stock the legislatures 
would convene in January. 

The subscription books, under 
the law. will remain open for 30 
days, after which the board ex- 
pects to put the 12 banks inte op- 
eration.

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WARNING ASAT 
REALESTATE FRAUDS 


Western Investors Told If East- 
ern Projects Are Good East 
Finances Them. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.— A 
warning to Western investors to be 
careful before putting their money 
into Eastern real estate mortgages 
was broadcast last night by Nu- 
gent Dodds, Assistant Attorney- 
General. 

In a speech over a national 
broadcasting company network, 
Dodds told of the Justice Depart- 
ment’s efforts to suppress nation- 
wide frauds and said he had found 
many of the victims in homes for 
the aged and even in alms housed, 
left wholly destitute “by the worth- 
lessness of so-called real _ estate 
bonds.” 

“During the past decade,” said 
an advance text released by the 
broadcasting company, “‘the entire 
country has been literally overrun 
by unscrupulous vendors of ques- 
tionable securities. Thousands of 
bond issues aggregating hundreds 
of millions of dollars, purportmg to 
be secured by mortgages on East- 
ern realestate have been unloaded 
upon the public under 
stances that clearly indicate the 
grossly fraudulent intent of those 
who have thus defrauded a trust- 
ing and gullible clientele.’’. 

Dodds said that queer and illog- 
ical “economic fallacy” underlies 
much of the dealing in securities 
of this nature. As an example he 
told of one fraudulent scheme in 
which about 1000 persons in Iowa 
alone purchased real estae bonds 
that were practically worthiess 
from a so-called investment bank- 
ing house in the East. 

At the same time, he added, 
many persons in the East were 
sending their money through vari- 
ous channels into loans to Iowa 
farmers. 

“For sheer stupidity,” he ‘said, 
“such transactions can hardly be 
equalled. While there is much good 
reason for loaning Eastern money 
by the purchase of land bank 
bonds in the Middle West, the 
Westerners may be sure that when 
the Eastern loan brokers attempt 
to sell them securities based upon 
Eastern real estate mortgages there 
is in the words of the school boy 
a ‘catch’ in it somewhere. 

“Honest real estate mortgage 
bonds do not have o leave the East. 
A worthy building venture in any 
Bastern city can readily be 
firanced, if sound and honest, by 
local’ financiers who know local 
values and business prospects.”

COURTS SAID TO LAG BEHIND 


NEW THOUGHT ON APPRAISAL 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CHICAGO, Sept. 10.—Legal rul- 


ings which govern the appraiser in 
condemnation cases, tax cases and 


the like must, of course, be fol- 
lowed in the making of such ap- 


praisals; but that does not mean 
that these rules of procedure, in- 
sofar as they specify appraisal 
method, necessarily produce the 
true value when applied in prac- 
tice. The judicial decision may lag 
behind the progress of appraisal 
thought. As the occasion presents 
itself appraisers may well urge that 
these legal rulings be changed to 
agree with generally accepted ap- 
praisal practice,-on which, in the 
last analysis they are based. 

That.is one of the points of view 
of leading appraisers presented in 
the first issue of the Journal of 
the American Institute of Real Es- 
tate Appraisers of the National As- 
sociation of Real Estate Boards, 
which is about to come from the 
press, 

The new magazine's initial issue 
is given over to 15 difficult ques- 
tions brought up in actual apprais-

On the one hand views are fo- 
cused on such specific questions as 
these: What data should govern 
in appraising a property which un- 
der present conditions is operating 
at a deficit?

Although building and loan as- 
sociations in Missouri are restrained 
by an old law from subscribing 
outright to stock in the new Home 


Loan Banks, they can participate 
for a limited time under a special 
non-member provision of the new 
act, James L. McQuie, president of 
the Missourt State League of Build- 
ing and Loan Assocition, said in a 
speech before the Webster Groves 
Lions Club at Westborough Coun- 
try Club. McQuie attended the na- 
tional ' convention of the United 
States Building and Loan League 
at French Lick, Ind. 

Explaining that Missouri law re- 
stricts building and loan associa- 
tion investments to firgc deeds of 
trust, United States bonds and 
bonds of the State of Missouri and 
thus precludes outright participa- 
tion in the subscription campaign 
to be begun soon by the Federal 
Home Loan Board, McQuie urged 
Missouri associations to take ad- 
vantage of the spécial non-member 
provision. This, he described, pro- 
vides that associations in those 
states having laws such as Missouri 
may borrow from the Home Loan 
Banks by depositing security in the 
amount they otherwise would have 
to subscribe in stock, which is a 
minimum of one per cent of the 
aggregate unpaid principal of sub- 
scribers’ home mortgage loans. He 
pointed out, however, that this 
privilege would remain* only until 
the. adjournment of the next ses- 
sion of the Legislature and warned 
that further participation ‘In the 
home financing bill depends on the 
Legislature. 

“Only a simple amendment is 
necessary,” he said. “An emer- 
gency is presented, and it is up to 
that body to meet it with a more 
flexible law, permitting home 
financing institutions to participate 
in a piece of Federal legislation de- 
signed. expressly to benefit the 
American home.” 

Touching on a provision in the 
‘new act that individuals may bor- 
row directly from the Federal 
banks, McQuie said that applicants 
under the law must show first why 
they are unable to secure loans 
from home financing agencies. In 


every instance they must presen? 
the same type of security that or- 
dinarily would be demanded by 
such lending agencies, he said. It 
was his opinion that direct loans 
obtained in this fashion would be 
negligible. 

“President Hoover has selected a 
Home Bank Board,” he con- 
tinued, “which is entirely in sym- 
pathy with the home financing 
plan of building and loan associa- 
tions. On that board are both 
commercia] banking and building 
and loan representatiyes, and they 
hope to effect operation of the new 
law through established agencies, 
such as bullding and loan associa- 
tions, insurance companies and 
savings banks.” 

Reporting that almost without 
exception the new law was given 
hearty praise among the 1500 dele- 
gates who attended the convention, 
McQuie said that it is the “first 
Federal legislation recognizing 
building and loan in its more than 
100 years history.” He praised the 
bill, which he said “goes to the 
core of present-day home financing 
needs and recognizes the building 
and loan structure as the bulwark 
of home financing systems.” 


In keeping with a suggestion of 
Chairman Fort of the board, who 
spoke at the convention, McQuie 
said he would soon select a com- 
mittee from among Missouri build. 
ing and loan leaders to work with 
a business and industry commit- 
tee of the Federal Reserve Bank 
of this district. This committee, 
he explained, will serve only to re- 
lieve such emergencies as it can 
unti] the mew banks are in full 
operation. He urged associations 
to postpone mortgage foreclosures 
until the Federal relief plan comes 
to the rescue, a time not more than 
six weeks off, he estimated. 
McQuie declared that from his 
observations at the national] gath- 
ering Missouri building and loan 
associations were in very satisfac- 
tory condition and above the na- 
tional average. He cited the fact, 
however, that there was an imme- 
diate demand for $25,000,000 in 
this State and declared the new 
Federal agency would be a wel- 
come aid to the home owner.

Founded 
by the Spaniards in 1610, Santa Fe was over- 
whelmed and captured by the Indians in 1680. 
Every white man was killed or driven out 
of the country. Twelve years later, however, 
the new Governor-General, De Vargas, re- 
conquered the province and formally re-occu- 
pied the city, turning the government of the 
Villa de Santa Fe back to the civil authorities. 
Then, in 1712, the Marquis de la Penuela. 
succeeding De Vargas as Governor, issued an 
order that “in honor of the redemption of this 
ancient capital from the possession of the 
Indians, a fiesta should be held in September 
of that year and each year thereafter forever. 
Historians now are unable to say how long

Since 
that time the fiesta has been 
held each year without an 
interruption. 

The Spanish - American 
people of the mesas, how: 
ever, are not content with 
just one big annual cele- 
bration. They love too well 
the color and the gaiety of 
holidays. So the traveler in 
the Southwest: is likely to 
encounter a fiesta in almost 
any town or adobe village 
at this time of year. The 
hay is harvested and stack- 
ed and silver “dinero” 
jingles in every trouser 
pocket.

GEM, The Tragedy of the Southern Mansion 
eet “That Became 
“Goat Hall” 


And How It Came Into High Relief 
With the Murder of Jane Merrill, 

the Occupant of Glen Burne 
—Another Symbol of 


Octavia Dockery

NATCHEZ, Mississippi. 
HE Merrill case is 
closed. 
experts in New Or- 
leans have decided 
that bullets from 
the gun of George 
Pearles, a Negro 
shot at Pine Bluff, 
Arkansas, while re- 
7 a sisting arrest, were 
the bullets that killed Miss Merrill. 
The furor has died down, the sight- 
seers no longer drive in morbid lines 
past the scene of the crime. The two 
suspects arrested shortly after the dis- 
covery of the murder have been re- 
leased. Dick Dana and Octavia Dock- 
ery are free to return to Glenwood. 
the ruined plantation house that is 
called hereabouts ‘‘Goat Hall.’’ 
There is again quiet. On dark, still 
nights, when there is no moon and no 
faint stir of wind, the afr under the 
shrouded live oaks is close and hot and 
there is the smell of death and decay 
and ruin, of earth mold and rotting 
wood and the breath of swamps shut 
away from the light 
A Negro field hand found the small, 
crumpled body of Jane Surget Merrill 
in a clearing half under a thicket. It 
was clothed in a cotton house dress, 
without shoes, the faded, graying hair 
loose and tumbled. 


HUS the ruin of a life closed, 
and there came into light the 
story of this woman who had 
known a long time ago gayety and, in- 
credibly, youth and love, another world 
beyond the closed world of Natchez. 
So much that had been concealed, 
half known, half guessed, came into 
the light. Two other lives touched 
with the secret blight, the dark, brood- 
ing hatreds, like the far-off baying of 
bloodhounds in the still air of this lost 
place. Then obscurity closed down 
again; for a time the bright focus of 
press and public and then quiet ob- 
scurity. A Negro was the murderer, 
say the forces of the law, but the trag- 
edy of these buried lives is none the 
less dramatic because of that fact. 
Octavia Dockery and Dick Dana 
were arrested and charged with the 
murder of Miss Merrill, their nearest 
neighbor. Dick Dana was declared in- 
competent five years ago. Octavia 
Dockery was named his guardian. They

and Dick Dana. 


lived together in the foul ruin of the 
house at Glenwood, the Dana property 
for many, many generations; a ruin 
touched with the lost glory, the lost 
splendor of the past. 

When she was a young woman, Miss 
Dockery had literary aspirations. One 
of her poems, published in the New 
Orleans Times-Picayune, has been dis- 
coveted. It is called ‘‘Ignis Fatuus”’ 
( Will-o’-the-Wisp): 


Dancing on the stream of life, 

Beauteous maiden in your boat, 

Hast thou thought of destination, 
whither bound? 

The melody of waters flowing, mur- 
muring, thou hast found? 

Seest thou a light far off, through the 
veil o’er future years, 

Grown brighter, then receding, always 

. luring, called happiness? 

Seek not to clasp this ignis fatuus, 
vanity of wishes, deathless. 


It must seem now like a mocking 
prophecy to this tragic spinster. The 
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Miss Jennie, went abroad to live. She 
was presented in London at the Court 
of St. James’s to Queen Victoria. She 
met the great people of the great 
world, saw the spectacle of Victorian 
society in Europe at the height of its 
brilliance. 

What happened to alter the course 
of her life is only vaguely known. The 
Merrills came back to Natchez to live. 
It was reported that Miss Jennie was 
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Glen Burne, home of the murdered Jane Merrill. 


flickering will-o’-the-wisp of happiness, 
always beyond her reach. It was so. 
too, with the others, Miss Merrill and 
Dick Dana. 

Miss Merrill's father was Ayres P. 
Merrill, a man of importance not only 
in the South but in the nation. Miss 
Merrill was descended on her moth- 
er’s side from Sir William Dunbar. 
While Merrill lived, his plantation, 
Glen Burne, was a gay place. Presi- 
dent Grant visited there. Famous beau- 
ties of the day danced at Glen Burne. 
which was noted for its dinners and 
its hunt balls. 

Then Merrill was named Ambassa- 
dor to Belgium and the young girl, 


in love with a neighbor's son, Duncan 
Minor. And the family was said to be 
opposed. So Natchez understood. 

But the elder Merrills died and still 
Miss Jennie did not marry Minor. It 
was because of the terms of a will, so 
Natchez said. There was no more gay- 
ety at Glen Burne. It was a closed 
house, with dim, echoing halls. No 
one went there. No one, that is, but 
Duncan Minor. And Miss Jennie al- 
most never came to town. Years would 
gO by. The townspeople, seeing a 
strange figure in an ancient flounced 
dress in an ancient phaeton, would 
remember —- oh yes, Miss Jennie. 
There was another whisper that went 
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Glenwood, now known as 
around. Miss Jennie, it said, was se- 
cretly married to Minor. 

No one would ever know the truth 
from her. She was so proud, so with- 
drawn, only a nod here and there, 
when she visited Natchez, for those 
who used to come to parties at Glen 
Burne. In the romantic southern 
manner they recalled ‘‘the face of an 
angel and the disposition of a devil.” 
It was what someone had said a long 

time ago of Miss Jen- 
nie. 

But the rumors 
were kept within 
bounds. Duncan Min- 
or is not the kind of 
man to tolerate mali- 
cious gossip. He is 
approaching 70, 
about the age of Miss 
Jennie, with a thin, 
aristocratic face. In 
Natchez they say that 
he has been almost as 
much a_e recluse = as 
she. He did not al- 
low the family for- 
tunes to decline. Des- 
cended from Augus- 
tin Minor, governor 
of the colony of 

Louisiana under the Spanish, he kept 
command of wealth and his wealth 
gave him outward respect of the peo- 
ple about him. 

Here were these two, then, and the 
strange interweaving of their lives. 
Nearby was Glenwood, called less re- 
spectfully ‘‘Goat Hall,’ where Migs 
Dockery and Dick Dana lived. Dick 
Dana was born in 1870 in the Episco- 
pal rectory in Natchez. His father was 
the Reverend Charles Bacus Dana. The 
Dana family is a well-known Amer- 
ican family; one member is Charles 
Dana Gibson, the artist, another 
was Charles A. Dana, the great ed- 
itor. Young Dick was, in a sense, typ-

ical of his time in the South. He was 
handsome in a thin way, clever, a mu- 
Ssician of some talent, possessed of all 
the social graces. He went to the cor- 
rect preparatory school for the son of 
a southern gentleman and then for two 
years he attended Vanderbilt Univer- 
sity. In New York he studied music, 
sang in the choir of Christ Church. 
Something happened in his life as 
it had happened in Miss Jennie’s life. 
He says an accident to his hand, which 
prevented his playing the piano, em- 
bittered him. He retreated to Natchez, 
to Glenwood. As he tells the story, it 
was in 1892 that Miss Dockery cast 
her lot with him. She likewise, came 
from a distinguished southern family. 
Her father was a Confederate general. 
She had literary talent. People 
thought she would go far. Dana re- 
lates that before her sister died, he 
promised her to take care of Miss Oc-

ARTLEY DE GER- 
ALD is 13. going on 
14. He has just 
come back from a 
trip to the Fiji Is- 
lands. It is the 
third long journey 
that Hartley has 
made alone. He is 
already a_ world 
traveler of considerable note, a mem- 
ber of the National Geographic 5So- 
ciety in Washington and of the Field 
Museum here in Chicago. 

At 12 he had traveled farther and 
had seen more of the world than most 
people do in a whole lifetime. He is 
now a seasoned globe-trotter, as wel! 
able to take care of himself in Singa- 
pore and Suva as in the streets of his 
native Chicago. 

It is Hartley's ambition to travel al- 
ways. Very early he was infected by 
an indulgent father with the wander- 
lust, the desire to see strange things 
and far-off places. That is why he 
wants to become an archeologist or an 
anthropologist, so that he may go with 
niuseum expeditions to out-of-the-way 
places. If they are to be places that 
Hartley has never seen before, they 
will have to be out-of-the-way. He has 
covered about three-fourths of the 
globe, and that alone. Next summer it 
will be the Belgian Congo, he says. 


for the young, it is not customary 

for a boy of 11 to start out to see 
the world. Hartley has done what most 
boys of his age only dream of doing 
And the reason is his father. 

All his life John deGerald has want- 
ed to travel. When he first came to 
this country as a young man, he did 
manage to see a great deal of the Unit- 
ed States, and, enlisting for the Span- 
ish-American War, he saw something 
of Cuba and the Bahamas. But he 
longed for more distant vistas, for the 
soft breath of the South Seas, the 
sound of the surf on Waikiki, the lone- 
ly, burning sun of Gobi, the remote 
heights of the Himalayas. He read 
travel books. He got travel literature, 
traced red lines across the map, con- 
sulted time tables of the trans-Siberian 
express, computed the cost of bearets 
to the last station on Everest. 

But he never went. He married and 
three children came along in quick 
succession. At the People’s National 
Bank, where he worked, he rose to 4 
position of trust, eventually to a vice 
presidency. It just never came about 
that he could get a vacation that 
would enable him to go much farther 
than Northern Michigan. And if he 
could have obtained a leave from his 
Job, it is doubtful if he could have af- 
forded to travel far: Like many 4n- 
other father, his family and his modest 
flat had perforce to represent his peak 
in Darien. 

As Hartley grew up his father per- 
ceived that he had ambitions and de- 
sires somewhat out of the ordinary for

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a lad of his age. He 
wanted to be an artist, 
he said, and then he 
rebelled because the 
art teachers at his 
school made him draw 
things just such-and- 
such a way and made 
him draw not what he 
wanted to draw, but 
what they put before 
him as a model. So 
Hartley surrendered 
that ambition. Like 
his father, he was a 
great reader. 

At 10 he became 
deeply absorbed in 
“Robinson Crusoe.’’ He 
read it not once, but 
several times, and each 
time with burning inter- 
est. One night after sup- 
per he said to his father, 
“Gee Dad, I'd like to see 
that place where Robinson 
Crusoe lived.’’ Now the stock pa- 
rental answer to this is, ‘‘Well, may- 
be you can some day, son, but you're 
pretty yoting now.’’ That was not the 
answer that Mr. deGeraid gave to 
Hartley. 

“IT don’t see why you can’t go, 
Hart,’ he said, and there was a gleam 
in his eye. This was a desire that the 
elder deGerald could understand. 


LL that winter and through the 
A soning father and son pored over 

maps together and studied the 
prospectuses of steamship lines. They 
found Crusoe’s Island on the map and 
read together about the Lake of Trini- 
dad and descriptions of the blue of the 
Caribbean Sea. The journey was 
planned. 

Hartley was 11 years old when he 
left on his first voyage. He had done 
some traveling alone, going unaccom- 
panied by an adult to Beaver Island, 
in Northern Lake Michigan, where the 
family had spent many summers. But 
that was not like a sea voyage to dis- 
tant porta. ee 

‘Tl was scared,” Hartley says, “when 
they put me on the train for New 
York. But I tried not to show it to 
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Hartley with the horns of a mountain 
goat obtained in the Canadian 
Rockies. 


my family. They all came down to 
see me off, but I don’t think they 
knew how I felt. New York seemed a 
lot bigger than Chicago. I don’t like 
New York. It all seemed so crowded 
and pushed together. I don't like civ- 
ilized places.’’ 

For more than a month Hartley 
sailed on the S. S. Madison, a regular 
passenger and freight vessel that 
makes a round trip from New York to 
certain Caribbean and South American 
ports. Hartley passed Crusoe’s Isiand 
in the night and saw only the flashing 
beam of a lighthouse. But he saw 
plenty of other things to make up for 
that. He went ashore at Georgetown, 
in British Guiana, on the South Amer- 
ican continent, and he saw most of 
the beautiful islands that dot the 
Caribbean. He brought a monkey 
home for his sister Annabelle, who 
is two years younger than he. 
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Hartley deGerald; his father, 


John deGerald; his brother, Lloyd, and sister, Annabelle. 


“Dad had a lot of 
questions to ask when 
I got home,” Hartley 
says. “I couldn't an- 
swer some of them. I 
was lucky to be able to 
answer half of them. 
He sure_can ask ques- 
tions.’’ 

During the winter 
that followed Hartley 
had another idea. He 
became interested in 
the Eskimos and the 

frozen North. As before, 

his father fell in at once 

with Hartley's desire to 

see another part of the 

world. Again the deGeralds, 

father and son, and mother, 

too, studied time tables and maps. 

fhis would be more difficult and 

nore dangerous. But both father and 

mother were willing that Hartley 
should go. 

“I’ve never worried since that first 
trip to South America,’’ Mrs. deGerald 
explains. “I was worried some then. 
It seemed a kind of risky thing to do, 
to let a boy that age go so far alone. 
But I know now that Hartley can take 
care of himself wherever he is. One 
reason is because he can size up people 
so well.’’ 

This: time Hartley left for Edmon- 
ton, Alberta, by train. From there he 
took a jerk-water local for Waterway, 
on the Clearwater River. Waterway, 
Hartley's snapshots show, is a rather 
bleak outpost, the last station on the 
railway line. 

At Waterway he got a small boat 
that took him to the Athabaska River, 
thence into Slave River, thence into 
Great Slave Lake and thence into Mac- 
kenzie Rivér, which is the Hudson's 
Bay Company territory of his fondest 
imagination. Down the Mackenzie Riv- 
er on another, smaller boat, he trav- 
eled nearly to the Arctic Ocean. 

“That was what I liked,”” he says. 


“That country. I saw the Eskimos. 
There was no snow, but anyway they 
were wearing their furs. They wear 
furs all the year round, whether it’s 
cold or not. You asked what gave me 
the most excitement. Well, that was it, 
seeing an Eskimo. 

‘TI saw Colonel Lindbergh up there. 
I met him and I took a picture of him 
and I helped him pump gasoline into 
his plane. We were the only people 
from the States up there. He was fly- 
ing to the Orient, you know. That was 
at Aklavik. He's nice. I like him. 
And he liked it up there, too, because 
there was no one to make a fuss over 


him.”’ 


YEAR book on the Fiji Islands 
A started Hartley on his second 

voyage. It was a semi-govern- 
mental publication, with attractive il- 
lustrations of the natives and their 
crafts. Hartley left two or three days 
after school had closed, in the early 
part of June. It was less than 
a week later that the elder deGer- 
ald’s bank closed. He had known 
that it was weak and that it 
might collapse, but he had said noth- 
ing to take away from his son's 
enjoyment of that long, long voyage to 
the islands of the Pacific. Perhaps it 
was because he himself had dreamed 
for so long of making that journey 
that he wanted it to be completely un- 
spoiled for Hartley. And it was. 
Hartley's eyes light up when he talks 
about it. 

“It was a fine crossing, almost no 
rough weather. And I went third class, 
you know. I like that better than first 
class. I went to South America first 
class, and in first class you have to 
dress up all the time and eat a certain 
way. On the way to the Fijis almost 
everybody in the third class lived in 
their bathing suits. You had to bave 
a shirt and pants and maybe a coat 
when you came to table, but you could 
come barefoot. I liked that. 
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Hartley on the 
return voyage 
from South America. 


“And it was clean and good food, 
tuo, everything clean. I like the peo. 
ple in third class better. They aren't 
so stiff and formal. Anyway, I liked 
the ones that were on the 8S. 8. Ni- 
agara. That was the ship I went over 
on and came back on. It was like the 
Madison. It makes a round trip from 
Vancouver to New Zealand, stopping 
at Suva, which is the chief city of the 
Fijis.’’ 

It was there that Hartley left the 
Niagara. He found, he says, somewhat 
to his disappointment, that Suva was 
a comparatively modern city and that 
there were many Fiji Islanders who 
had long since subdued their bushy 
hair, wore cheap English clothes and 
spoke with a Cockney accent. But a 
seasoned old traveler like Hartley was 
not really discouraged by these man!- 
festations of civilization in an uncivil- 
ized habitat. He promptly got a bi- 
cycle and went on numerous excur- 
sions into the wilder country back of 
Suva. 


ND this was not close enough 
Aw the real Fiji for Hartley, so 

he took a small boat that cruised 
among the islands and went to 
the farthest island of all, the Island 
of Bau. He had a letter of in- 
troduction to the King of the Is- 
land of Bau, and the King, who had 
been to school in England but had be 
gun to lose his cockney for plain Fijian, 
took Hartley into his own thatched 
house and on the royal mats King Ratu 
Popi fed Hartley deGerald on yams 
from the royal orchard. 

Well, that was pretty grand. But 
Hartley insists that it doesn't come up 
to seeing the Eskimo. 

“You could walk around Bau in 
about an hour or a little more. It's 
only five miles around it. I had a good 
time on Bau. I stayed with the King 
for five days. He treated me fine.” 

Mre. deGerald proudly displays the 
presents that Hartley brought back to 
her, some beautiful coral formations, 
faint greens and shell colors and pure 
whites. Mats, too, hand-woven mats 
that King Ratu Popi gave to Hartley 
to give to his mother. ‘And they're 
not,”’ says Hartley, ‘the kind that are 
sold to tourists with that silly colored 
yarn around them. That isn’t native 
at all. The natives don't use that. 
They don’t like it. You can see the 
difference. I brought some of the 
other kind, too.” 

More than ever before, on his re- 
turn, Hartley was plied with questions 
-by his father. The elder deGeraid 
wanted to know everything. He never 
tired of hearing of the last, minute 
detail of the trip. And it is to be 
feared that possibly Hartley did grow 
tired of telling about it. 

For Hartley is not a talkative boy. 
At least I found it difficult to get 
him to talk of his travels. And Hart- 
ley has tried to write for children's

“It rained—elways it 
rained,”’ says Mrs. White 
Eagle. ‘“‘And we had to 
sit in the house and hold 
umbrellas over us to try 
to keep dry.’’ 

The natives, of course, 
are accustomed to the rainy 
spelis, and the San Blas wom- 
en, who are expert swimmers 
and canoeists, are as much at home 
in water as on land. But the two 
American women were thoroughly mis- 
erable. They couldn't go out in the 
downpour and they couldn't keep dry 
inside. 

They had brought few ciothes with 
them, for they had been assured by 
their husbands that few clothes were 
necessary and that there would be all 
the fine material they needed waiting 
for them right there. Well, there was 
material, but it didn’t coincide with 
what the American women regarded as 
fine, and it wasn't so easy to obtain.

ings. One of the things the women 
were most proud of were wide bands 
of beads that they wore around the 
calves of their legs. 

“The men didn’t wear much more— 
a white shirt, kind of like a smock, 
and trousers. And sometimes instead 
of trousers they just wore a strip of 
cloth. But they all wear hats, usually 
a straw hat or a derby. It doesn't 
make any difference how old or torn 
or battered it is, just so it’s a hat. I 
guess they need something like that to 
protect their heads, because when it 
isn’t raining the sun is scorching.” 

Most of the men wear discs of gold 
as earrings, and every woman wears a 
gold nose ring. 

‘‘As soon as a baby girl is a couple 
of days old down there they make a 
little hole inside her nose. They put 
a little piece of dry vine there for a 
while, and then, when she gets a lit- 
tle older, they put in the gold nose 

ring. They tried to get us to wear 
nose rings, but we simply re- 
fused.’’ — 
The San Blas men are a lit- 
tle shorter than average 
height, but are broad of 
shoulder, compactly 
built and very agile 
and strong. The wom- 
en, however, are al- 
most pysmy-like in 
size. 

If the living quar- 
ters in no way re 
sembled the modern 
efficiency apartment, 
and the styles includ- 
ed neither comfort nor 
beauty, according to 
American standards, the 
food seemed even worse to 

the two white women. 
“We had one meal a day—of 
boiled fish and boiled green 
bananas,” says Mrs. White Eagle. 
“When the weather is dry the men 
sometimes go off to the mainland in 
their canoes and bunt. But while we 
were there they did very little hunting, 
and so we had practically no meat. 
They cook everything up in @ big pot 
over an open fire, and then you're sup- 
posed to help yourself. You can use 
a piece of palm leaf for a plate, or a 
calabash, but most of the people there 
are satisfied to dip their fingers right 
into the pot of food. It cer- 

tainly was not very appetizing.”

“The women,” says Mrs. White 
Eagle, “thought they were dressed 
when they had on a piece of rough 
cloth. They usually painted it up and 
wore it like a kind of skirt, around 
their hips and to their knees. For & 
waist, when they bothered to wear 
one, they used another piece of cloth 
thrown around their shoulders. None 
of them ever wore shoes or stock- 
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Some of the native customs im- 
pressed the American women as odd, 
although interesting. For instance, 
the preparation a girl undergoes when 
she reaches marriageable age, which is 
somewhere in the neighborhood of 12 
years among the San Blas. 

First of all, the girl’s hair is cut 
very short. When she marries, it’s cut 
into bangs, and must be kept that way 
thereafter. After her hair is cut she 
is taken to a secluded spot and placed 
in a sort of pen, which consists of a 
shallow pit, surrounded by a low reed 
fence. She has to remain there for 
eight days. She is attended and seen 
only by some of the older women of 
the tribe. For the first three days she 
is constantly doused by sea water that 
is dumped on her from calabashes. 


N THE meantime, her father has 

bought all the ‘‘chicha,”’ or rum, he 

can afford, and all his male friends 
and relatives come to make merry with 
him. They come in their mahogany 
canoes from the mainland and neigh- 
boring islands, and they stay just as 
long as the liquor lasts. At the end of 
eight days the girl is taken from the 
pit. A year later she is considered 
ready for marriage. Her hair is then 
cropped and kept so thereafter. 

Marriage simply consists in a young 
man’s coming to the girl's house and 
remaining, although he is usually 
asked first by the girl's parents. Dt- 
yorce is achieved without any formal- 
ity. The man simply leaves the wom- 
an, but he must then go to live on 8 
different island and must remain away 
for five years. Neither can remarry 
before the five years is up. 

The San Blas Indians have been fa- 
moes for their frank unwillingness to 
permit white men to settle among 
them, and among some of the tribes 
on the mainland a white man is never 
permitted to remain in their territory 
over night.

But he didn’t use the home a great 
deal. Most of the time he was buried 
in a two-story building on the_rear of 
the lot. He had gone in for magic. 
When Dr. Hooker went in for magic 
things practically had to happen, he 
being a fellow who invariably added 
something to whatever he took up seri- 
ously. He had the advantage of ac- 
cess to his technical library, one of the 
finest of its kind—a huge collection 
of books that line the walls of every 
room in his house—and an excellent 
scientific background. His title of 
“Dr.”’ springs from a Ph. D. degree 
from the University of Munich, and he 
also holds a degree from the Royal 
College of Science in London. 

He emerged from his immureiment 
with a bag of tricks that stamped him 
as the leading magician of the world— 
professional or amateur. Of late years 
the great professional thaumaturgists, 
as well as the eager amateurs and a 
few lucky newspaper men, have beat- 
en a path to his workshop and suc- 
cumbed to mystification like the green- 
est yokel at a county fair. 


HEY call his performances Dr. 
Hooker's ‘“Impossibilities,”’’ and 
it is likely that this awesome 
classification will last for many 
years, perhaps centuries. Modern 
sorcerers are not like Merlin of 
the Arthurian legend, who taught 
a blond friend the trick of in- 
closing people in trees, only to have 
her use it on him and run away with 
a sap bucket salesman. The moderns 
are much smarter. They know that 
the value of a trick lies chiefly in the 
secrecy of the process and they lock 
their formulas in their breasts. 
Sometimes they let members of the 
brotherhood in on the secret just 
to be accommodating, being assured 
by -the code of the profession 
that none will let the secret outside the 
circle. One of the best known of the 
organizations of magicians the world 
over is the Society of American Magi- 
cians. This body, open to amateur ag 
well as professional, has a rigid code 
of ethics guaranteeing to members who 
originate tricks, or ‘‘gimmicks,’’ the 
mechanical devices used in perform- 
ance, what amounts to a patent, or 
copyright. Ordinary patents would be 
useless, since the deepest secret would 
then be the property of anyone with 
the patience to wade through the rec- 
ords of the Patent Office in Washing- 
ton. Without legal obligation, magi- 
clans pay one another royalties.

Resting on a plain table, with eyes 
closed like a well-behaved, lopped-off 
head, Miltiades suddenly comes to life, 
rolis his eyes, turns this way and that, 
opens his mouth. He rises a few inches 
off the table, turns again and “sits 
down.’’ The operator stands some dis- 
tance away and there are no wires or 
machinery of any sort to be detected. 
But Miltiades does even more surpris- 
ing things. While someone in the audi- 
ence pulls a handful of cards out of a 
pack at random, Miltiades, clicking his 
jaws, indicates the number before the 
person is through counting them him- 
self. Spectators are invited to bring 
their own cards. This does not pre- 
vent the teddy bear from clicking out 
the position of any card in a strange 
pack held in the hand of a spectator. 
He can also tell the serial number of 
a bank note.

Now a little drama is staged, with 
the cards as actors. The sprightly 
queen of hearts emerges and hops to 
the edge of the table, standing upright. 
The other queens arise and join her, 
and the four stand, arm in arm, while 
the knaves and aces parade in review. 
Then along comes the king of clubs, 
who is the villain, and the king of 
hearts, who is the hero, and the action 
of the drama is on. At the climax the 
whole deck rises from the table and 
flies back to the tray like a flock of 
startled pigeons. 

Next, the operator asks someone to 
hame a card. It wriggles out of the 
pack and stands up. Three cards are 
called for and respond similarly. Some- 
one asks for the privilege of shuffling 
the pack. 

“Here, stack ’em if you want to,” 
says the operator. 

The results are exactly the same. 

The houlette is suspended from the 
ceiling by ribbons and the tricks go 
on unimpeded. This is to demonstrate 
that there is no mechanism concealed 
in the table. To show that there are 
no wires pulling from above, the op- 
erator places glass domes over the 
houlette and the teddy bear’s head, and 
they still work perfectly. After one 
of these performances an English dele- 
gate, charged with the task of report- 
ing the’ show for his colleagues at 
home, shook his head sadly and com- 
plained that no one would believe 
what he was forced to bring back. 
Other magicians have been known to 
walk the streets of Brooklyn all night 
puzzling over what they have seen. 


HE public probably will never 

see Dr. Hooker’s ‘“Impossibili- 

ties." They are his, to use as he 

sees fit, and no magician would 

poach on his preserve, even if it 

were possible to lay a finger on the 
precious secrets. 

The principles underlying the Hook- 
er experiments are apparently related 
to those embodied in the famous ‘‘talk- 
ing skull’’ and agile deck of cards of 
Joseph Freud of Chicago, engineer and 
head of a precision instrument firm. 
The skull, made of metal, taps out in- 
formation in much the same manner 
as Miltiades III, although its reper- 
toire is less extensive.

lows: 


The “Portrait of an Unknown Man,” on 
display this week, is the work of El 
Greco, an artist who is far better known 
as the creator of ecstatically visionary re- 
ligious compositions and as the painter 
of mystical saints. It is only during the 
past few years that attention has been 
turned, especially in America, toward the 
group of lay portraits which reflect in 
such an interesting manner the alteration 
in his mental outlook and the correspond- 
ing change in his style. 

El Greco, whose name was actually 
Domenico Theotocopuli, was a Cretan, 
born shortly, before the middle of the six- 
teenth century. He spent some years in 
Italy, principally in Venice, before going, 
in 1576. to Toledo, in Spain, where he 
passed the remainder of his life. The in- 
fluence of his Venetian training was 80 
strong, notably in his early work, that 
this particular portrait was considered

side, so that the features are seen par- 
tially in profile. The meticulous blending 
of color in a traditional manner clearly 
indicates an early date for the painting, 
probably about 1578. 

The color scheme is a very somber one, 
in which the only note of relief is the soft 
red and yellow of the rug on the table at 
the left. The black of the simple costume 
is barely outlined against the neutral 
greenish brown background. The flesh 
tones are shaded with neutral color, 80 as 
to keep them in harmony with the gen- 
eral scheme; the tone used on the hands 
is even grayer than in the face, so that 
our attention may not be distracted from 
the features. For the same reason the 
key of the lace ruff is slightly higher than 
that of the white about the sleeves, creat- 
ing a focal point in the head. 


HEREAS in an earlier century 
VW the sword hilt and the jeweled 
ornament of the hat would have 


been laid on with gold leaf or powdered 
gold, in the sixteenth century it was sug- 
gested by varying shades of ocher pig- 
ment. There is little attempt to indicate 
variety of textures in the portrait, though 
a simple pattern has been painted all over 
the costume. The general impression of 
the color is of flat, decorative masses. 

Although we are able to recognize in 
this portrait of a slender gentleman of 
the period a man of fastidious, aloof char- 
acter, we cannot be entirely sure of his 
identity. The only hint is gained from 
the broom of brushwood on the table, 
which is in Spanish escoba. This may 
have been a reference to either Escobar 
or Escobedo, both well-known Castilian 
families of El Greco's time.

The letters 
were taken by canoe to a large 
village on the mainland, were 
picked up by a trading boat and 
eventually delivered. Instead of 
asking for clothes, however, the 
women asked to be rescued, saying 
that they would both die soon if 
permitted to remain. The Red 
Cross communicated with the nav- 
al station at Panama and a plane 
flew down and took them off the 
island. The natives raised no ob- 
jection, and were probably as giad 
to see them go as they were to 
make their escape. The plane 
took them to Cristobal, and from 
there they took a ship back to 
New York.
